He added that if such work is
being planned in preparation for
the possible sale of the home,
owners will benefit from a dis-
cussion of their plans with the
realtor of their choice.

Miller said that his belief in a
boom period of home moderniza-
tion and maintenance is based
on the observations of the real-
tors who are members of the
Torrance Lomita Board, and on
a survey report issued by the
Federal Reserve System.

The FRS Survey of the spend-
ing plans of consumers, just re-
leased, indicated that 24.6 per
cent of the nation’s nonfarm
families intend to spend $50 or
more on improvements or re-
pairs to their homes during 1959.
This is the highest percentage
of those indicating such plans
gince early 1953.

“While the FRS study was
national in scope without partic-
ular reference to any community,
there is no reason to believe that

Miller pointed out.
